City Manager Plan No t A New 
Thing—Success Under Its Operatio n 


The city manager (o r business manager plan) 
is no t a new thing. 
It is the mo st successful way any 
business can be co nducted and fo ui hundied and 
six cities in the United States hav e fo und this o ut, 
and are o perating under it. 
Ev ery business institutio n in Sedalia to day , o ur 
scho o ls, o ur banks, o ur churches, etc., are run o n the 
managerial plan. 
Only o ur city go v ernment is run 
o n a po litical plan. 
A go o d ex ample o f the managerial fo rm o f go v ­ 
ernment is o ur city scho o l sy stem. 
A bo ard o f mana­ 
gers (scho o l bo ard) is elected, usually witho ut o p­ 
po sitio n. 
They meet and elect their o wn president. 
They then emplo y a manager o f the scho o ls. 
He is 
called the superintendent. 
This superintendent, with the co unsel o f the 
managing bo ard (called the scho o l bo ard) cho o ses 
the principals o f the v ario us scho o ls. 
The principal 
then, co unseling with the scho o l manager, relativ e to 
the efficiency o f each teacher, makes the selectio ns 
ev en to the janito r. 
Then, the bo ard o f managers 
(Icho o l bo ard) co ncurs o r no t. 
All are appo intiv e o ffices, sav e the scho o l bo aicl. 
Any o f them can be discharged, ev en the superin­ 
tendent, at the will o f the bo ard. 
This is the princi­ 
ple o f the managerial fo rm and applies to the change 
that is co ntemplated in managing Sedalia s business. 
It is a matter o f efficiency , tro m the highest to 
the lo west, and is undo ubtedly far mo re who leso me 
and eco no mical than'it wo uld be if all were elected 
by a direct v o te o f the peo ple tro m a po litical stand- 
po int. 
Imagine the frictio n that wo uld lesult if 
e su 
perintendent o f scho o ls was cho sen by a v o te o f the 
peo ple fro m po litical standpo ints

Here are a 
few items which need attentio n at 
this time. 
The wheel« sho uld all he tak^n 
o ff. co tter pins replaced, valves in­ 
spected, tires switched to gain uni­ 
fo rm wear and alignment cared fo r. 
The radiato r sho uld be drained 
and flushed « everal times and filled 
with fresh water. 
The fan belt 
sho uld be tightened and the water 
pump o iled and watched fo r lo o se 
co nnectio ns. 
Ro tten o r badly at­ 
tached ho se o ften causes leaks. 
Brakes sho uld be inspected and 
additio nal mix ture put in hydraulic 
brakes if necessary. 
Go o se necks 
and « taring knuckle sho uld be o iled 
tho ro ughly. 


Lo o se bo dy bo lts should be tight­ 
ened and a tho ro ugh o iling given to 
ail parts o f the car. See that the 
rear end » and transmissio n are tho­ 
ro ughly o iled. 
Ir« pectio n should be m ade of 
spark plugs and the engine tested 
fo r unusual carbon deposit, possible 
installatio n o f new rings or dirty 
ignitio n units. Hav e the mechanic 
blo w the gas line clear and see that 
the gas tank and line to the v acuum 
tank are free from dirt. 
Cars with 
an nil cleaning system should hav e 
a new cartridge installed in the oil 
filter. 
The inside of the car should be 
go ne ov er with a good cleaner, new 
slip cov ers bought, if wanted, and 
all butto ns o n to p and side curtains, 
replaced if missing.
